The contrast by em- 
ployees is obvious. The broad ques- 
tion of operating policy, as well as the 
further consideration of morale, are 
involved to repeat the tests. 

It should not be necessary to repeat 
that the standard of the appraisal 
here employed is absolutely just. Ton 
and passenger miles express quite 
directly the service which each rail- 
way is called upon to give, and it is 
therefore falr to measure both finan- 
cial and operating results by that com- 
prehensive gage. We have seen how 
the two systems here contrasted stand 
up under the analysis made, and while 
many other deductions are plainly 
and pertinently suggested I have no 
disposition to deal‘ with them. My 
purpose has been to present the facts 
and allow them to tell their own story 
as to how the various units compos- 
ing the Canadian National performed 
in 1917 and 1919. 

The Results In 1920, 


The facts for the fiscal year 1920 
cannot be presented in comparative 
form for two reasons in chief. First, 
the essential factor of loaded car 
mileage is lacking; second, the year 
to which the figures recently present- 
ed to parliament relate ended Decem- 
ber 3lst instead of June 30. Some 
general comparisons, however, can be 
made, subject to the qualifications as 
to the difference in years.

Operating expenses per: ton and 
passenger mile combined were equal 
to 1.567 cents on the Canadian Na- 
tional and 1.179 on the Canadian Paci- 
fic. Without making allowance for 
the difference in the years, it may be 
said that these results showed a 
worsening by 25.1 per cent, over 1919 
on the government system, as com- 
pared with an increase of 148 per 
cent, on the corporate road. An im- 
portant, but quite unavoidable qualifi- 
cation in those and succeeding re- 
sults is that they do not induce fig- 
ures from the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
Data as to mileage for that road are 
lacking, which prevents their being 
brought in. The effect would, how- 
ever, quite definitely be to aggravate 
the situation as disclosed by the other 
units, for the Grand Trunk Pacific in 
1920 made much the worst showing 
in its history, 

Measuring transportation expenses 
by ton and passenger miles in 1920 
the result gives .774 per cent for the 
Canadian National and .556 for the 
Canadian Pacific. In this particular 
test the showing of the government 
roads was worse by 23.6 per cent. in 
1920 over 1919, as compared with an 
increase of 10.5 per cent. by the Cana- 
dian Pacific, 

In short, if a full and accurate com- 
parison could be made as_ between 
operating results on the Canadian 
National lines in 1917 and in 1920 it 
would unquestionably show not only 
a serious aggravation of all the con- 
‘ditions, but a much greater increase 
in the adverse showings that was ex- 
perienced by the Canadian Pacifie. 
The point which should be given 
proper emphasis is that, while the 
Canadian National system is funda- 
mentally weak, operating results have 
been made worse year by year by un- 
skilled, wasteful and incompetent ad- 
ministration, There cannot possibly 
be any doubt of that, and it has a 
vital bearing on the exceedingly per- 
plexing Canadian railway problem at 
this moment,

Cir- 
cular saws, planers and all sorts of 
sharp-cutting, swiftly moving machin- 
ery took their annual toll of lives and 
limbs. It, too, was “unavoidable.” 
With the perfection of motor vehi- 
cles came high-powered, quickly re- 
sponsive engines, and the natural imm- 
pulse of most people, especially the 
younger, to travel faster and faster. 
To one who reduces his auto sficed 
from 35 or 40 miles an hour to 20 it 
seems as if he were barely moving; 
yet his car is travelling 29 feet a sec- 
ond Even an active, alert person 
does not go very far in five seconds, 
but the car, if unchecked, will have 
gone 150 feet. With the demand for 
speed ability in a car, manufacturers 
increased until now 
even a moderate-priced car is guaran- 
teed to do its 60 or 80 miles an hur, 
and‘some 90 or 100 miles, With im- 
proved roads also came the tempta- 
tion to “step on it.”

Mineral Matter Essential to the Well- 
Being of the Flock. 

When fowls are kept in not too 
large flocks and have a large run they 
will easily secure enough mineral mat- 
ter to supply their needs, but if con- 
fined or kept in large flocks it is well 
to supply this in suitable form for 
their consumption. Mineral matter 
is as necessary as food because a con- 
siderable percentage of the dry mat- 
ter in both eggs and fowls is compos- 
ed of mineral elements. When fowls 
are fed liberally. of such feeds as al- 
falfa, clovers, bran and other com- 
mercial feeds, they obtain some min: 
eral constituents but not sufficient for 
their well-being. Thg mineral foods 
now recognized by authorities as best 
to use are bone, shell, grit and char- 
coal. Cut green bone is one of the 
best. forms. Bones obtained from a 
butcher and put through a bone grin- 
der will furnish a supply. Lacking 
bone meal, granulated bone, as it is 
sometimes called, answers the pur- 
pose, The granulated form may be 
fed in hoppers, enabling the birds to 
take their supply at will. In the meal 
form it is usually mixed with the 
mash, 

Hens, as well as all other animals, 
require a certain amount of lime for 
normal health and growth, but on ac- 
count of the lime needed for shell 


making, an additional supply is re- 
quired, Oyster sliell is perhaps the 
most convenient source of lime for 


poultry feeding. This product, which 
is purchasable at feed stores, is made 
by crushing the shells, the particles 
being separated into the various sizes 
atcording to the purpose for which 
they are intended. Fowls that are 
laying heavily, according to Bulletin 
No. 91 of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, should have supply of 
crushed shell before them constantly. 

Fowls running at large, unless on 
clay soil, will usually pick up suffi- 
cient fine gravel to supply grit. Should 
there any doubt as to the birds 
getting sufficient grit from _ this 
source, it is prudent to provide com- 
mercial grit in a suitable hopper. 
This product is made by crushing 
rock into sizes suitable for the differ- 
ent classes of fowl. Grit, as is usual- 
ly well understood, supplies the teeth 
of the fowl, inasmuch as the birds 
need it to up the food ag it 
passes through the gizzard. It 
believed also that some of the mineral 
elements are extracted by the birds 
and assimilated.

Of G.W.V.A. 


Pension Secured For Deserving 
Widow Through Persistent Effort 


A pension of 87 a month, together 
with arrears totalling $1,395.12, has 
just been secured for Mrs. Thomas E. 
Traquair, of Tyneside, Sask., as the 
result of persistent work by the Great 
War Veterans’ Association, Saskat- 
chewan Command, extending over a 
period of 17 months, be 

Traquair, when he enlisted, was a 
fine example of virile manhood, He 
had never had a day’s sickness in his 
life On his discharge in 1918, suf- 
fering from gas poisoning as well as 
gunshot wounds in the right thigh, 
right foot, and right hand, he was a 
physical wreck. His condition grew 
steadily worse until in January, 1920, 
he was admitted into hospital at Re- 
gina where he died. Although he did 
not sleep for more than a fortnight, 
the death certificate gave encephalitis 
lethargic (sleeping sickness) as the 
cause of death, 

The widow was refused pension on 
the ground that her husband’s death 
was not attributable to anything aris- 
ing out of active service, Her case 
Was ecnergcetically taken up by the 
Kelross, Sask., branch of the Saskat- 
chewan and Dominion Commands co- 
operatively. For months the death 
certificate was a stumbling block. 
3ut the G.W.V.A., persistent as al- 
ways when convinced of the justice of 
their case, stuck to their guns and 
have now achieved final success after 
putting in cight affidavits which show- 
ed that Traquair’s death was as clear- 
ly due to service as though he had 
“gone west” on the battlefield. 

“Welfare of the widows and orphans 
of the comrades we left behind in 
France and Flanders,” says Secretary 
Cook, “is regarded as a sacred trust 
by the G.W.V.A,, and this particular 
case affords a remarkable illustration 
of the fact that providing the associa- 
tion has an opportunity of presenting 
the evidence in a proper manner the 
pension door is never locked, bolted 
or barred in the face of the returned 
man or his dependents.” 


Our Insectivorous Birds 
The Best Medium For Keeping Down 
Ravages of Insect Pests, 


It may appear startling, but it is a 
fact that if all the insect pests ravag- 
ing our crops could be surpressed, and 
all the plant and tree diseases eradi- 
cated, and the increased revenue de- 
rived by the country thereby could be 
turned into the Dominion treasury, 
there would need to be no question 
of taxation, This idea is largely sub- 
stantiated by the fact set forth by the 
entomologist of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture that a con- 
servative estimate of the annual loss 
in Canada to field, orchard and garden 
crops due to destructive insects is up- 
wards of $200,000,000. As our author- 
huge devastation 
must be added the enormous annual 
destruction caused by forest insects, 
stored product insects, etc.” Upon 
this statement the entomologist 
founds a well-sustained argument in 
fayor of the protection of insectivor- 
ous birds, such as the prairie horned 
lark, the robin, the somewhat despised 
crow, the red-breasted nuthatch, the 
western tanager, the myrtle warbler, 
the chickadee, grouse, gulls and many 
other kinds. In the state of Iowa it 
has been estimated that tree sparrows 
annually devour something like 895 
tons of weed seeds. Speaking of the 
robin, an investigator in ‘Toronto 
found that a single bird kept in con- 
finement ate 165 cut-worms in one 
day. Another authority states that a 
brood of prairie horned larks consum- 
ed 400 cut-worms in one day. This 
same authority, namely, Mr, Norman 
Criddle, Dominion entomologist in 
Manitoba, declares that six crows are 
capable of consuming three bushels of 
grasshoppers in one season, It is 
recorded that in certain places in 
Manitoba areas of growing grain have 
been saved from destruction by the 
pestilent grasshopper owing to the 
presence of large flocks of gulls. In 
light of these facts it is gratifying to 
be informed by the Dominion entom- 
ologist, Mr. Arthur Gibson, to wit, 
that the importance of protecting our 
useful birds is becoming more and 
more recognized especially by farmers 
and fruit growers 


The Needle In Infancy.

When the doctor says, “Less meat 
and more fish and milk and vege- 
tables,” what is the housewife to do 
who lives miles from even the small- 


est stream boasting fish? Preserved 
fish is the answer. 
Among the preserved fishes we find 


smoked, salted, pickled and canned 
fish, And fish in these various forms 
provides delightful variety in the diet. 
Smoked fish is sometimes freshened 
by soaking in cold water or par-boil- 
ing. This is’also done with salt fish. 

Codfish is one of the staples when it 
comes to salt fish. After it is soak- 
ed or par-boiled, it may be made into 
a number of delectable dishes. 

For instfince, how about some cod- 
fish balls? Mix two cups of freshen- 
ed salt codfish with one cup of chop- 
ped or mashed potato. Add a little 
grated onion for flavor, some pepper, 
and a little melted butter. Form 
into balls, Roll into beaten egg and 
then into fine crumbs, Fry in deep 
fat until a golden brown, Drain on 
soft paper and serve on a hot dish 


garished with parsley or watercress. | 
Fish h is good for a change. 
Use equal parts of fish and chopped 


cooked potato. Add a little onion 
and a little chopped green pepper 
if on hand. Brown in hot fat on the 
frying pan until one side is delicately 


browned, then fold like an omelet. 


Freshened salt fish may be 
creamicd and served on toast as is 
fresh fish. To prepare this, make 
a white sauce by rubbing, together 


two level tablespoons each‘of butter 
and flour. Add one-half pint of rich 
milk. Cook stirring until the sauée 
boils. Add the cup of fish and the 
chopped whites of two hard-cooked 
eggs. Pour over slices of toast. 
Press the yolks of the hard-cooked 
eggs through a strainer and Ict them 
fall on the creamed fish like “olden 
rain.’ 

Many of the,commercial canners are 
lining the cans in which they pack fish 
with parchment paper, so that the 
old objections to canned fish have 
been practically removed. Not only 
is fresh fish packed in cans, but even 
folks far from the sea may enjoy all 
the delights of the various forms of 
shell fish, 

That any canned food may be at its 
best, it necessary to remove the 
contents of the can to a china plate 
and allow the food to air for a couple 
of hours. Rinsing canned lobster 
and crab with cold water helps a bit. 
In fact, between the airing and the 
rinsing it is difficult to tell when the 
shell fish is put into a salad or other 
made dish that it is a canned product. 

Suppose, some warm evening, when 
the man of the house is a bit out of 
sorts, you surprise him with a crisp, 
cold lobster or crab salad, Chill the 
plate you serve it on and have the 
salad on ice for an hour or so before 
serving, 

Use equal parts of diced celery and 
crab. Moisten with mayonnaise and 
serve on leaves of lettuce. Garnish 
with radish roscbuds, olives and slices 
of hard-cooked eggs. A few capers 
drained from the liquid adds to most 
any fish salad. 

Every housewife should keep a few 
of sardines on hand. For the 
hasty luncheonette, for the in-between 
meal that some of the weaker among 
us need at times, sardines are ideal. 
Broiled for a moment after being 
drained from the oil, and served on 
slices of toast with scrambled eggs 
make a dish attractive alike to 
and palate.

British Turbo- 
Electric Locomotive 


Evolving Locomotive of New Type 
That May Revolutionize Rail- 
roading. 

Great secrecy is being obsery edd re- 
garding the turbo- electric locomotive 
which a leading British engineering 
Tirm is building for trial on a main line 
British railway. It can, howver, be 
stated that the principle adopted is 
similar to the system of electric ship 
propulsion which was first patented in 
Great Britain. Th prime mover is a 
high speed turbine coupled direct to 
an electric gencrator; this generator 
supplies current through controllers 
to motors which drive the wheels 
through some form of gearing. The 
advantage of this arrangement is that 
it combines the great efficiency of the 
high-speed turbine with the flexibility 
of electric speed control. If the 
trials are successful they will prob- 
ably lead to the conversion of many 
express steam locomotives to 
electric drive. This turbo-electric 
locomotive is not to be confounded 
with a new type of “thermo-electric” 
locomotive which another leading 
British firm is building for experimen- 
tal purposes. In this case the prime 
mover-is an internal combustion en- 
gine of a novel and economical de- 
sign, which can utilize any kind of 
crude oil.

Increase of Thirty Million Bushels 
Expected Over 1920 Yield. 

The Dominion Government esti- 
mates the wheat crop of the prairie 
provinces as 265,000,000 bushels, This 
is an increase of thirty million bushels 
over the 1920 yield. Oats will total 
300,000,000 bushels, barely 41,293,000 
bushels, and rye 9,106,000 bushels.
